SOUTHWARD EMIGRATION. 

It is a significant ami well-known 
tm t that no example can la- found, 
-wit hiu t he historic period; ol a (great 
emigration from a Soul hern to a fur 
Northern latitude—from a mild and 
genial, ton comparatively bleak and 
uncongenial region. Our great Ameri¬ 
can traveler, Bayard Taylor, when 
once sulTcring from the horeal blasts of 
Northern Norway, or Lapland, wrote 
that all inhabitants of the temperate 
zone- who had visited the tropics, al¬ 
ways afterward cherished a longingde- 
sirc to return to those sunny climes; 
hut that those who were once com- 
pelled to drink froin the icy chalice of 


tin- extreme Sort h,t timed shudder- 
ingly away forever! 

The Persians were a northern peo¬ 
ple, longing for the pleasant valleys of 
tin- Euphrates and Tigris, and under 
their repeated and ceaseless encroach¬ 
ments (he Assyrian power at last gave 
way. Komtb both as a Uepuhlie and 
as an Empire, was compelled to hi-per- 
pet iially on guard to save her Mrs liter 
raunean possessions from tin- octupie 
t ion of armed migi story hordes front 
t he Nort li; and the internal deepy of 
her power was the signal for those 
hordes to hreak through the fcchle 
harrier which tlu-n opposed their ad- 
vaitee, and spread t licnisclvcs ov erthe 
fairest parts of Italy, (inul and Spain. 
By/ant-ium ultimately fell hefoiv the 
assaults of tin- Turks, ol whoin, up to 
that time, almost not lung wasknow 11, 
except they had swept down front 
some Nort Item count ry, with a Tierce 
thirst for the sunny plains of Asia 
Minor, and for the heaiitifttl and lux it- 
riotlH jtlnces on the European side of 
the Bosphorus. 'I he Saxon and Dan¬ 
ish m\ usious of England and Ireland, 
were simply armed immtgral ions ; ami 
in each case the immigrants were more 
XorthtTn than the country in which 
t hey sought a new lioinc.- ft tsrnced 
less to multiply examples. It would 
almost seem, indeed that all llu- wars 
of the ohl world, which may lie called 
natural, as distinguished from dynas¬ 
tic, political, or religious wars, have 
originated in the-desire of northern 
populations to improve tht-ir condi¬ 
tion hy settling in less rigorous clim¬ 
ates, and on lands ot more hountitnl 
and varied production. The Unmans 
carried arms and arts into Britain, 
lait did not plant a Homan populal ion 
there; and, although they held the 
borders of the Hhincforccnt urics, t hey 
left little that was Homan there, 
save traces of their military encamp¬ 
ments and fortification. 

But Northern eoiupiest,.Southward, 
has almost invariably carried North- 
ern population with it. It is true that 
it hat; often in olden times, seemed 
more eager and hungry than snibi- 


t ions; and as exhibited in t het uimilttt- * 
oils, upheaving* of Europe which fol¬ 
lowed t lie downfall of I he Homan em¬ 
pire. it would appear to represent in a*" 
gigantic phase thcold.inextinguishahlc 
grudge whit It poverty has ever been 
ready to wleak upon plenty ami su¬ 
perabundance. 

'rite circumstances of contemporary 
civilization may, and probably do. 
greatly modify the principles above in 
dieated; Iml they cannot lie ill together 
snppressed while liimian nature re 
mains as it is. ’I'hal they are alive 
and in o| fiat ion now throughout the 
I’nited States is beyond question, 
TIn re is scarcely a neighborhood in 
-the colder and more inclement dis 
t ricts of t he Nort It ami Northwest in 
which hundreds of persons are not 
dreaming ol soon or nit imately llnding 
a home in tla* “Sunny South.'” Ami 
t lie same feeling is manifest among a 
large number ol emigrants who arrive 
in tins country from the North .of Eu¬ 
rope. Swedes, Norweigiaus, and Italics 
are attracted to the mild region of I Im* 
"lower Soul It," ii ml it is little wonder 
that a climate so benign, and a coun¬ 
try so productive as Florida, should 
seem l.o t hese exiles h mil t lie ’‘lam.ls.of 
mist and snow” an earthly paradise. 

I'revtrniK-tTT pttt’TTVil war; the \‘pe-~" 
ci1 1 iar domestic iustifiition” of the- 
Sonth operated usa harand hindrance 
to European immigrnt ion ; ami even 
since l la- war, our people, though seem¬ 
ingly anxious to encourage imuiigra 
turn and to dispose of tlieir millions 
of wild ami idle acres, have tailed to’ 
adjust I heir prices t o t lie act im I value, 
ot their hinds,' and have, in many 
ways, neglected i he proper means ol 
securing the large inllux of industrious 
workers and home-makers so essential • 
to tIn* prosperity, welfare ami great¬ 
ness of a State.- In this connect ion. it 
is hutuilialiug to relleet that not a lew 
of the small South American Slates 
notably the Argentine Kepuhlie, I ru- 
gtmy, etc., have by the great wisdom 
and liberality of their recent enact - 
incuts in regal'd to set tiers, attracted 
la rge numbers of farmers.. cat t ie 
ra isers. mechanics, etc., troiu I lermanv, 
Italy and other portions of Europe, 
ami that I he Jate product ions ot gram, 
beef, cattle, hides, etc., ha ve shown t he 
most marvelous men aseaml advance¬ 
ment in all that adds to the com¬ 
mercial importance power and Wealth 
of nations.
